Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Board  of  Cornish  : 

My  ninth  annual  school  report  is  hereby  presented  for 
your  consideration. 

The  schools  opened  on  the  sixth  of  September  with 
four  changes  of  teachers.  Mrs.  Jennette  Bowlby  replaced 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Thornton  at  the  Texas  school,  Mrs.  Thorn- 
ton followed  Mrs.  Amy  I.  Davis  at  the  Flat,  Mrs.  Davis  suc- 
ceeded Miss  Doris  Williams  at  the  South  school,  Miss 
Louise  Schultz  at  the  Qoward  school  was  replaced  by  Miss 
Catherine  R.  Graves,  a  1927  Keene  graduate.  Without  ex- 
ception the  teachers  are  devoted  to  the  interests  of  their 
schools  and  the  children  are  happily  engaged  in  their  studies. 
Such  conditions  unavoidably  tend  to  secure  satisfactory  ac- 
complishment along  the  whole  line  of  school  endeavor.

Donald  Cole,  Irene  Palmer,  Philip  Wardner,  Myrtle  Rol- 
lins, Julia  Cheever,  Ella  Cheever,  Bertina  Sanderson,  Mar- 
ion Rollins,  Olcott  Dole,  Bernice  Fitch  and  Wallace  Wil- 
liams. The  children  from  the  Beaman  division  were  con- 
veyed to  the  Tracy  school  by  Mrs.  James  Hood,  Neil  Tier- 
ney  transported  his  five  children  to  the  Centre  school.
